THE EMPEROR NAPOLEON'S VIEWS ON INTER- 
VENTION IN THE PAPAL STATES. 


Aw armed intervention to reduce the 
Italians to sulunission would be the great- 
est possible disaster, even for the inter- 
ests of their late rulers, and especially for 
the pontifical government. No restora- 
tious that are effected by a foreign force, 
have ever been prosperous. They have 
always experienced the penalty due to 
their origin. When a government is im- 
posed by foreigners upon any country, it 
is never willingly accepted by the people. 
and itis almost always destined to be 
subverted again by their auger. 

Itistrue that France brought Pius 
IX. back to Rome. But it was a mis- 
fortune for the church that it had to re- 
sort to that extremity, and this is evident 
from the necessity of prolonging the occu- 
pation of Rome by our army. We may 
add, that Rome is in quite an exceptional 
situation (being appointed by its histori- 
cal destiny, and as a compensation for the 
traditions of its past grandeur, to be the 
local centre of the Catholic uuity, and 
metropolitan residence of the head of the 
church). 

Bot that which is necessary fur Rome, 
is it possible for the other cities of the 
Loman States?’

The situation of 
Reggio is one of the most beautiful in 
Europe, the plain for miles around being 
simply one immense grove of orange, cit- 
ron, and lemon trees, the roads through 
which are fringed by the cactus and 
American aloe, and flowers of tropical 
gorgeousness. The climate is as salubri- 
ous as the scevery is charming; hence 
many wealthy Italians have been induced 
to take ap their residence here. Reggio 
wasalmost destroyed by an earthquake in 
1783, so that the present city, with its 
spacious regular streets, its fine public 
buildings and fountains, and its walls with 
flanked towers, has gradually risen up 
since that time. Its population amounts 
to some 16,000 or 18.000, whose indus- 
zria! energies are chiefly absorbed in ex- 
pressing essential oil from the oranges, 
lemons, &c., grown in the plantation, in 
the mannfacture of silk, and in the coast 
fisheries.— Scotsman.
